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FIGURES AND FACTS 
IN BRIEF 


Ten years ago our 15th Yearbook told how we were doing in 
1950. This section of the 25-Year Record brings us up to date from 
the confidential questionnaires sent in by a remarkably high 75.1% 
of the class, 409 men. 


The 1950’s were good years for most of us. Comparing ourselves 
to a previous generation, we consider ourselves somewhat better off 
and a little more content than our fathers were at our age. Seven out 
of ten rate ourselves happier today than when we were at Princeton 
and six of ten feel we have made the occupational progress we should 
have since college. Our votes for those who have been most successful 
in their fields so far are widespread: Don Hamilton (Grad School) , 
Walker Stevenson (Alumni affairs), Toly Pyle (Aviation control) , 
Roger Firestone (Business) , Bill Oliver (Business) , Joe Hazen (Edit- 
ing), Dick Stout (State government), Jack Vander Horst (Bishop), 
Sam Welles (Editing), Jack Brown (Yachting and Business) are the 
Top Ten. 


On May 9, 1960, the class birthday, we averaged 47 years, an age 
that some present-day au- 
thorities label the start of 
the middle years. At least 
half of us can look forward 
to being around for the 
fiftieth reunion, barring a 
nuclear Armageddon. 


Who’s Who in America 
lists 9% of us. Our church- 
going exceeds our theater 
and opera-going by a big 
margin. We have little time for television and read only 7 to 10 
non-business books last year. We regularly read 5 magazines. We’re 
drinking more but smoking less than in 1935. 


Mr. ’35 has little time for TV—or James Joyce. 


Since 1950, two-thirds of us have sired another child, for a total 
now nearing three for those with children. 


An individual house in the suburbs is our common habitat. Our 
two-car garage is full for 59%, and 11% more need room for a third 
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car. Most of us have other conveniences such as a clothes dryer, food 
freezer and dishwasher. Ninety-one percent have a TV set and 1 in 4 
a boat. Two-thirds have at least a cleaning woman but only | in 4 has 
a full-time maid. Four in 10 have some air conditioning. All this 
bespeaks a substantial degree of prosperity (or indebtedness) . 


Most of us increased our earnings considerably during the 1950's. 
Yet half of us find it at least moderately tough to live within our 
means. If we had a little more money, 2 out of 5 of us would invest 
in more securities. 


We don’t consider ourselves especially active in community affairs 
even though we devote about an evening a week to them. We belong 
to an average of two clubs and half of us are board members of such 
organizations as hospitals, foundations, libraries, community chests 
and funds. 


Our health is not a major concern. No one nominates himself as 
in poor health and 6 of 10 consider their health excellent. Eighty- 
three percent have gained 
weight since Princeton, while 
8% weigh less. The net gain 
is 5.4 tons. More meaningfully 
expressed, we've gained on 
the average 18 pounds and 
balance out at 172. One in 8 
has been to a psychiatrist or 
psychoanalyst, but only 2% 
at most are regular users of 
tranquillizers or sleeping pills. 
One in 5 uses them occasion- 
ally and at least 3 out of 4 
say, “Never touch.” ‘Topside 
we're sparser and what’s left is grayer. Almost half admit to some 
thinning out and 4 out of 10 say the pigment is departing. 


Dr. 735 (on chair) is healthy. So is 
Mr. ’°35 on couch. 


Our political tendencies have continued to grow more Republican 
with age—-81% now against 72% in 1950 and 67% in senior year. 
One in 7 has actually been elected to office, mostly at the local level, 
and 22% say they have been influential in electing someone. Ovr 
attitude toward politics has been one of increasing interest, we say. 


Family, wife, children are the source of our greatest satisfactions. 
Job success, ability to help others, and work for a church are high 
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on our.lists. One man notes “four grandchildren and fifteen quarter 
horses” as the things that keep him going. 


A good many bothersome raindrops fall on our everyday lives. 
Traffic and commuting problems, “my wife,” the telephone, “too 
little time,” people, and getting up in the morning are the things 
that seem to annoy us most. 


Princeton still rates high with us. Nine out of 10 would go again. 
We count our Princeton experience a considerable and significant 
influence on our growth. For over half, one or more of our best friends 
are members of ’35. Seventy-five percent vote approvingly that present 
admissions policies are of about the right degree of difficulty. 


Now for some details: 


JOBS AND DOLLARS 


Most of us left college to test out the depression. But many went 
right on to graduate schools. A total of 39% won graduate degrees, 
half of them lawyers. Nine percent of the class became M.D.’s, 1% 
dentists, 5% Ph.D.’s, 4% M.B.A.’s, and 9% assorted other degrees. 
Another 27% of us have taken university-level courses not leading to 
degrees, so that in total 63% have taken graduate courses. 


Once out in the world we shopped around in our search for the 
right slot to fill. One-fourth are still with the same company or 
organization while 12% have worked at 6 or more jobs. Seventeen 


percent admit to being fired at least once—up from 10% in our 
1950 survey. 


In looking at class incomes we have investigated several factors 
that might affect the totals. Aside from the controlling effect of the 
kind of work we do, the number of jobs people have had is the 
only factor that shows really marked differences. This is a curious 
finding for it is well known in some areas—advertising, for instance— 
that job jumping is often the direct route to higher income. 


Our job pattern related to earned income:

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The evidence is clear that the big earners in the class are mainly 
those who have stayed with one or two jobs. Three out of four of the 
$50,000-and-over earners are in this category. Only 14% of these high 
incomes are earned by men with 5 or more jobs though they repre- 
sent 23% of the class. Conversely, this group comprises 36% of the 
lower incomes, those below $8,000. The high-income, one-or-two-job 
men are 44% of the total and hold only 14% of the below-$8,000 jobs. 


There are some known facts that help explain these findings. 
Many of our top incomes are in professions like law and medicine 
where self-employment, one job, is common practice. Many- who 
went into family businesses are also in top brackets. At the other 
end are the smaller number who changed their whole pattern of life 
after the war (62% were in the armed forces) and may have had 
more difficulty settling into the job that suited them. 


For certain occupational fields we have comparisons with median 
incomes of P’35 ten years ago, as reported in our 1950 book. The 
median is considered nowadays a sounder statistic on income studies 
than the familiar average which can be distorted by a few large 
incomes. The median is the figure in the middle: half have incomes 
higher, half lower.

Our bankers, insurance and medical men have had the i 
percentage gains in income. 
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‘Two out of 5 classmates are professionals. The doctors, lawyers, 
ministers, professors, accountants, engineers, editors, architects, etc., 
account for 40% of our occupations. 


And 88% have some kind of title, which usually means that 
someone looks to us as “the boss.” One in 6, 17%, can call himself

organization. Fourteen percent, 1 in 7, 
are vice-presidents.

Our jump in earnings in the last 
10 years is the highest we have found 
for a 25th class. It is $4,500 above ’34 
at its 25th last year.

Income other than earnings adds another $4,500 to our median 
total, so that the average member of the class has a total of $24,500 
to tell the Collector of Internal Revenue about on the Ides of April. 
This is $3,500 above ’34 and $2,500 above ’32 at their 25th reunions. 
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The additional sum includes dividends and wife’s income and breaks 
down like this:

A cross-check of the $1,000 to $5,000 earners in relation to addi- 
tional income gives a measure of relief to one who wonders how they 
get along. All but 4 of them have $3,000 or more coming in from 
other sources. Half, in fact, have $20,000 or more addition. Their 
median total income is $23,000. They do better in total income than 
the next three groups all the way up to those who earn $15,000. This 
still leaves a sizeable 20 men who report total incomes below $8,000. 


While large outside incomes are distributed up and down the 
income scale, the biggest ones coincide with large earned incomes and 
result in 4% of the class being in a top tax bracket with total incomes 
over $100,000. 


WHO'S WHO 

The average American family head has 1 chance in 1,000 of 
becoming one of the 54,000 listings in Who’s Who in America. The 
average member of '35 has a 100 times better chance. Nine percent 
of us are already in, the record shows. This survey asked everybody to 
select a sort of Who’s Who in ’35, those we consider to be most 
successful so far in their respective fields. Listed here with the votes 
are the 23 men of some distinction who were mentioned by at least 
2 people. If some make the list by virtue of self-selection, at least 
they may be sure one other person voted for them.

Five of the 23 are called Jack. The significance is obscure. 


“Me” and “I have” each got 1 vote. And Frank Pace, Princeton ’33, 
amassed 3 votes. The tabulators say that 2 of the 3 Pace votes were 
- with us only for one year in college. 


Well over half of us feel we have made the occupational progress 
we should have since leaving college. “Definitely so,” say 18%; 
“probably so,” say 42%. The remaining 4 out of 10 split between 
“probably not,” 22%, and a flat “no,” 18%. We still have 15 to 20 
years of occupational hazards ahead of us to supply a final answer to 
the question. 


FAMILY AND ACTIVITY 


We are about as married as we can be. Ninety-five percent report 
it presently. Bachelors number 5%, and there is a fraction of 1% 
separated from their wives. 
Divorced members _ total 
10%, though 2% have had 
more than one divorce. 
One man has had three. 
Widowers who have re- 
married total 2%. Our di- 
vorce rate is 1.5% higher 
than the Class of 1934 re- 
ported last year. For all 
college graduates age 40-49, 
a Time survey reported 
8% had been divorced. College men in general are considerably below 
the national average in this respect. 


Mr. and Mrs. 735 are true to each other 
and to Mendel’s law. 


We and our wives have more than reproduced ourselves, and 
high time too, for our production rate is diminishing. Counting the 
whole class, we have 2.3 children per man, about the same as ’32 and 
84. There are 2.4 children per married man and 2.6 children for the 
92% of those married who have children. The typical family has three 
children. The composition of families with children:

No check was made on grandchildren. About 2% to 3% are 
erandfathers as an educated guess, based on the write-ins, and the 
age of our oldest children. 


In Holder Court at Reunion in June it could look like a con- 
vention of teen-agers. Our youngsters from 13 to 19 at the moment 
are 48% of our total offspring and actually exceed in number the 
members of the class—606 teens; about 580 classmates. Our wives were 
at their most productive in the 1940’s. Almost two-thirds (65%) of 
our present offspring arrived in that decade and most of them are 
in their teens right now. Nineteen forty-four, 47 and ‘48 appear to 
have been the big years. Since 1956 our birth rate has gone down 
to 1% a year—just 8 children in 1959. There are at least 8 sets of 
twins. 


FATHER, OR SON? 
Who had it better, you or your father? 


We tried to estimate how our material situation and our state of 
mind compare with those of our fathers when they were our age. 
Though this is crystal gazing through a rear-view mirror, these search- 
ing questions were answered by all but 15 people. Somewhat better off, 
a little more content is the sum of our opinion, as follows:

“He enjoyed less government business intervention and less 
competition, lower taxes, better labor atmosphere.”

He was 
salaried.”’ 

“My father was hit by the depression and on his way to becom- 
ing an alcoholic.” 

“Father and mother were incompatible.” 

“At my age, father had lost his health, his wife, two of his 
three children and his business. I have all of these and have 
lost none.” 

“My standard of living is better. I have church affiliation.” 
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“At my age my father was in the midst of the depression.’ 
‘He did not have the security I have.” 
“He was an overworked doctor.” 
“I don’t have to worry about me.” 
* * * €& € 


. About the same (only a few of these wrote in comments) 
“I’m happy and so was he.” 
“Neither of us are or were contented.” 
“Chip off the old block.” 
“He was better off but a driver. I am more placid.” 


CIVIC, CHURCH, CULTURE, COMMUNICATIONS 

Our civic activities are not very great by our own estimate. In 
comparison with the average upper-middle class man, they are above 
average. Only 46% call themselves “active in various community 
affairs.” Yet 57% of us admit that in the average week we devote one 
evening or about one evening to community and civic activities. Six- 
teen percent of us spend two or more evenings. Half of us are board 
members of responsible organizations like “colleges, foundations, hos- 
pitals, libraries, community chests and funds.” ‘Two men belong to 
10 boards each, and one to 13. We are club members, 83% of us, 
with 2 to 3 clubs the most frequent mentions. 


Church-going has picked up since 10 years ago when 20% said 
they didn’t go. Non-goers number 14% now. Twenty-eight percent 
went 26 to 52 times last year and 11% said “more than 52.” Episco- 
palians remain the leading denomination with 37% members. Then 
come Presbyterians 22%, Roman Catholics 8%, Congregational 5%, 
Methodist 3%, and other churches 5%. 


Our theater-going average last year was 4 times. Thirteen percent 
went not at all and 8% watched a dozen or more stage plays. Our 
opera- and concert-going was in the “once or twice” area with 40% 
going not at all. 


In vivid contrast to the country as a whole we spend very little 
time viewing television. On the average day 54% watch not at all 
(24%) or less than one-half hour (34%). Twenty-two percent say 
“about an hour.” The national average figure of 2 to 3 hours is a 
practice of only 7% of us. 


Our magazine reading is above average. We regularly read about 
5 a man. In total, 180 different magazines were mentioned. Life and 
Time are the leaders, with 52% of us naming each. Then come 
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Saturday Evening Post 26%, New Yorker 23%, Reader’s Digest 21%, 
Sports Illustrated 18%, National Geographic and Newsweek 14%, 
Fortune, U.S. News, and Business Week, all with 11%. Illustrating 
the variety of our outside interests are mentions of the Bulletin of 
Atomic Scientists, Skin Diver, Investor, Playboy, Farm Journal, Bridge 
World, Advertising Age, Antiques, World Tennis, Pastoral Psychology, 
Hi-Fidelity, The Economist, Gourmet, Outboard, Foreign Affairs, 
Country Life, Chess Life, The Quarter Horse Journal, the Strad, 
Presbyterian Life, and Missiles and Rockets. 


Book reading, of non-business books at least, is not our major 
spare-time occupation. Almost all of us read such books in 1959 but 
the average was 7 to 10 non-business books; 12% said they had read 
36 or more; 2% said more than 100. 


By and large we are a highly communicative group in the latter- 
day sociological sense. 


OTHER HABITS 


We may work in a big city, but not many of us live there. Only 
1 in 7 is in a city house, while | in 10 is in an apartment. Almost 3 
out of 4 live in the suburbs or exurbs. An individual suburban house 
fits 59% of us, with 8% more in a small town, and 7% in a farm- 
house. Among the remaining 3% are 1 man who lives on his yacht 
and 3 who specified, “A modern house in the country.” 


No matter where we live, 1 in 6 is a non-drinker in an average 
week. Forty-five percent say they drink much more than at Princeton, 
30% say somewhat more, 13% the same, and 12% less. Our drinking 
per week—all kinds—is a median of 15 drinks. For 8% it ranges 
from 26 to over 40 at the top of the scale. At the other end of the 
scale it’s none for 16% and less than 4 drinks for 10%. The median 
of 15 is up only 5 drink from 10 years ago, but non-drinkers have 
increased from 8% to 16% and the number who say they put away 
more than at Princeton is up from 44% in 1950 to a total of 75% 
today. It looks as if somewhat fewer are drinking somewhat more. 


Our drinking is up and our smoking is down in terms of a sharp 
decrease in the total who smoke. In our senior year questionnaire 
75% smoked and 10 years ago the figure was exactly the same. This 
year 60% say they smoke. The shift is interesting. In the following 
table less than a pack a day means “light smoker” and pack a day 
or more means “heavy smoker,’ compiled from what we now say.

It seems to be all or nothing with our smoking. Both abstention 
and chain smoking are up. Analysis of the 9 sub-categories on this 
question reveals that the largest switch has been from light smoker 
then to heavy smoker now, 22% of us. One in 10 have gone the hard 
way from heavy smoker then to non-smoker now. 


HEALTHY AND HEAVIER 


Nobody considers he’s in poor health. Nobody, that is, who answers 
the anonymous questionnaire. Three percent call our health just fair, 
38% fairly good, and 59% say ex- 

cellent. 


The degree to which we dose our- 
selves with proprietary pills provides 
a look at an aspect of health on which 
there are no reliable national com- 
parisons. Very few of us say we are 
regular users of sleeping pills or tran- 
quillizers—only 1% on the first and 
2% on the second. Occasional use is 
claimed by 22% on sleeping pills, 
with 13% claiming occasional use of 
calm-balms. Three-fourths of us say 
we never use sleeping pills, and 85% 
say we never use tranquillizers. The 
drug companies apparently are get- 
Mr. °35 looks in a glass darkly. ting along satisfactorily with only 
minor help from Princeton ’35. 


Psychiatrists and psychoanalysts have lent an ear to 1 in 8 class- 
mates—I3% to be exact. A close (and presumably unrelated) com- 
parison with the Harvard Class of 1926 is the proportion of wives 
who have attended college, 70% in both classes. In discussing wives 
in 1951, Harvard ’26 implied a confirmation of the Darwinian theory 
of natural selection in the fact that 52% of their wives graduated 
against only 41% of ours. We can now add the news that the same 
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proportion entered college, 70%, and that 10% of our did graduate 
work with 5% getting degrees compared to just a “handful” of H’26. 
Oe.D. 


The friendly barber is glad to see us these days. Presumably we 
tip more. Unquestionably he charges more, and by our own testimony 
he has less to do. The thatch is thinner, say 45%, while 39% say 
“oreying’” and 26% “about the same.” One in 10 allowed to the 
virulent combination of less hair that is turning grey. 


POLITICALLY SPEAKING 

We say our interest in politics has increased since the war: 42% 
say this against 7% who claim less feeling of interest. A more objective 
test of this may be our degree of political activity. At a fairly high 
level—election to office—14% or 1 in 7 have been successful, mostly 
in local elections. Included in the 14% are 2% who have won state 
and 1% national contests. A sizeable group of us, 22%, has been 
influential as political party workers in electing someone. 


The two-party system gets only a passing nod from us. Four out 
of 5, 81%, lean toward the Republicans. Our first four chances at 
voting for President saw the majority of us on the losing side, from 
36 through °48. The last two times, °52 and ’56, have been more 
satisfactory to our heavily Republican predilections. This may par- 
tially account for the increased proportion who now have Republican 
sympathies, 9% more than 10 years ago. 


The questionnaire this time didn’t include any questions on our 
expectations for the political future. In 1950 we foresaw a major war 
in 1955 or 1960, with a few saying 1965. Two out of 5 at that time 
foresaw a major depression between 1952 and 1955. 


BACKWARD GLANCES 

We haven't changed our mind about Old Nassau. Just as ten 
years ago 9 out of 10 would have repeated at Princeton, so this year 
91% name it as our first choice, with a number adding, “If they’d 
let me in.” Among the 9% dissenters is one who wrote, “I’d go else- 
where. That Princeton climate is very bad for my health.” 


Twenty-five years of continuing satisfaction is perhaps best ex- 
pressed in our remarkable record this year of 75% participation in 
Annual Giving. Our attitude is well expressed by our answers to the 
question, “As you look back on your Princeton experience, to what 
extent did the college stimulate and influence your growth?” ‘“‘Con- 
siderably, significantly” stated 61%. “Sufficiently” said 28%, the two 
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categories adding to 89%. The remaining 11% stated “Insufficiently.” 
An inspection of the answers by income groups shows the majority 
of the dissent among the lower third in earned income, but nowhere 
does more than a fourth vote “Insufficiently.” At the top of the 
income scale, only 4% say this. The 81% who entered Princeton from 
private schools vote the same as the 19% who entered from public 
high schools. 


Getting into Princeton is more of a competitive achievement 
than when we passed the college boards in 1931. Nowadays 64% of 
the entering class come from public schools compared to only 19% 
of P’35. We were asked our opinion of present admissions policies. 
Eighteen percent called them “too 
tough.” But Dean of Admissions Ed- 
wards can feel in tune with more than 
3 out of 4 of us. “About the right degree 
of difficulty” said 75% and 3% more 
said “Not tough enough.” Scattered an- 
swers from 2% included, “Magnificent— 
if anything too lenient on Princeton 
sons.” “Too much emphasis on purely 
academic. We don’t all want to be col- 
lege professors.” “Realistic.” “Fairer than 

in 1931.” “Alumni sons should get a 

es rit HES Fact EL od ning break over a little brighter boy.’ “‘Poli- 
: cies are anti-intellectual—the ‘whole boy’ 

crud.” “But too many intellectuals are admitted.” “Too tough to 
get in for students high in structural visualization.” “Undervalues 
Group III types who become leaders.” One man winds up with, 
“lm strongly convinced our admissions over-de-emphasize football.” 


We retain Princeton ties in our day-to-day contacts. Among our 
six Closest friends 57% count at least one classmate. About a third 
have two or more closest friends in the class. Forty-seven percent of 
us count Princetonians from other classes among our closest friends. 
While there is no standard to compare this with, it unquestionably 
indicates the continuing active influence of our college years on our 
present way of living. Old acquaintance is not forgot. 


SOUND-OFF SECTION 


None of us has batted 1.000 in life. The statement that, ‘The 
successful executive is one whose decisions are right at least 55% of 
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the time,” is probably not too far from our own accomplishments. 
When asked to name “the biggest mistake you have made in your 
life so far,’ half of us came up with one. 


There are some poignant ones. For example: 


“Becoming an alcoholic” 

“Not going to a psychiatrist sooner”’ 

“Being too firm with oldest children” 

“First marriage’ (several) 

“Second marriage” (two) 

“Deserted my principles, still trying to dig out” 
“Drinking too much” (several) 

“Drove a car under the influence and killed two” 
“Letting myself be seduced by the communists” 


And a very few semi-frivolous ones — 


“Thinking Dewey would win in ’48” 
“Buying a Ford” 

“Being just successful enough” 
“Stayed East too long”’ 

“Listening to mother” 

“Betting on Brooklyn” 


But the vast bulk of the answers were sober and thoughtful. A 
nationwide Gallup poll was once made on the same question. The 
largest number nationally blamed themselves twice as much for not 
educating themselves more widely or wisely as they did for choosing 
the wrong job or some other career mistake. Not so with us. These 
are our leading answers: 

24% mention career mistakes—wrong job, staying with it too long. 

17% are bothered by marital mistakes—from the wrong woman to 

not marrying, or not marrying sooner. 
14% wish they had gone farther with their education, or done bet- 
ter or differently. 

9% are sad about personal shortcoming—laziness, lack of ambi- 
tion, lack of confidence, too retiring. 

8% mention money mistakes—particularly investments at wrong 
time. 

“Too few children” and “Drinking problems” each got 4%. 


Of less importance to our lives, but of more day to day impact are 
the things that annoy us most: 


11% say things around the house, wife, children. 
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9% are annoyed by pressures, too little time. 

9% accuse the telephone and its interruptions. 

7% name people in general—pushing, inconsiderate, stupid, un- 
grateful. 

7% specify people in the office—associates, subordinates, superiors. 

7% are annoyed by the routine and petty details. 

5% abhor most “getting up in the morning.” 

3% mention money problems, unpaid bills. 


TV commercials, “my job,” noise, taxes, shaving, cocktail parties, 
political statements, “my own limitations,” having to earn a living, 
all get a few annoyed votes. 


There are, fortunately, things that give us solid satisfaction. 
Here is our ranking of the leading sources of satisfaction in our lives:

Independence, ‘“‘achieving my aims,” “4 grandchildren and 15 quarter 
horses,” practice of surgery, memories, a discovery in science, books 
and music, good-looking legs, a few quiet simple days in the country, 
fine arts, and successful writing are among the principal satisfactions 
of others in the class. 


ARE THE ANSWERS ACCURATE? 


The question on any survey such as this is whether the answers 
accurately reflect the “universe,” in this case all members of the class. 
Let’s look at the evidence. 


The mailing went to 545 classmates. Omitted were 30 or so who 
live abroad, for reasons of time. This was a single mailing with no 
follow-up, as stated in the letter explaining the questionnaire. An 
amazingly high number of 410 returns came in. Usable returns were 
409 or 75.1%. This is the highest figure we have heard of on a survey 
of this kind, including two or three follow-up mailings. 


But a 75% return still leaves 25% not heard from. Are there any 
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indications that those who did not reply differed in material ways 
from those who did? 


The most thorough survey of this kind ever completed, to our 
knowledge, was undertaken by Cornelius DuBois for Harvard ’26 in 
1950. It analyzed the returnees versus the non-returnees and found 
that “the men who felt less close to the class . . . were less likely to 
respond to any class communications, including the current survey.” 
The same group presumably did not reply to our survey, although in 
one respect our returns do not contain a bias that was present in the 
H’26 replies. This was in the proportion of replies from those who 
entered college from public school and prep school. In our case 1% 
more high school repliers are in the sample than were present in the 
class in 1931. At Harvard the reverse was true by a larger margin. 


Among the repliers we analyzed the early, middle, and late returns 
by income and occupation and found no significant differences. A 
tabulation of the biographical questionnaires, received from most of 
the class, showed essentially the same occupational groupings as from 
the 75% who returned confidential questionnaires. It has been argued 
that very low income earners would not reply. There is no evidence 
to support this. A contrary piece of evidence comes from the Class 
of 1934 income returns last year which were received from only 55% 
compared to our 75%. Their median earned income from 55% was 
$15,500. Ours was $20,000 from 75%. Since there is no reason why 
34 should be that much different from ’35, it could be argued that 
their low returns were over-weighted with lower income repliers. 


From the data at hand, we think the replies are a reasonable reflec- 
tion of the class situation in 1960. Certainly it would require a 
tremendous bias all one way to make a marked change in any of the 
patterns reported. 


The replies were sent in to National Field Service, Inc., 40 East 
54th Street, New York 22. Professionals tabulated them. The question- 
naires were then destroyed when the analyses were completed.

Tom went to law school at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin and was admitted 
to the bar in 1938. For eleven years he 
practiced law in various capacities.

In 1951 and early 1952 I was 
United States attorney for the Western 
District of Wisconsin, and in 1952 was 
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again a candidate for United States Sen- 
ator because of my conviction that it 
was necessary to make every effort to 
defeat Senator McCarthy. This effort 
was also unsuccessful, although it came 
substantially closer to success than any 
other Democrat in state-wide contests. 
The succeeding four years were spent 
in general law practice in Milwaukee, 
attempting, without great success, to re- 
pair financial wounds. In 1956 I ran 
successfully for the Supreme Court of 
Wisconsin, succeeding my father who 
had been a justice of that court for 
twenty-six years. 

“Since January 1957 I have devoted 
myself pretty completely to the work 
of the court, except for the speech- 
making and community activities which 
are always incidental to public life and 
except for some very pleasant activity 
in the summers of 1958 and 1959. In 
1958, and again in 1959 I was a part 
of the faculty of a summer educational 
program for highly selected high school 
junior boys held on a ranch in Cali- 
fornia. In 1958 the august title was 
‘Science and Human Values’ and in 
1959 was ‘Individual Liberties in the 


Nuclear Age.’ Besides being pleas-

Dick writes: “The first fourteen years 
fo my life were spent in Paoting, North 
China, where my parents were serving 
as Presbyterian missionaries.

Rod writes: “After leaving Princeton 
at the end of freshman year, I went 
to Northwestern for one more year, and 
then called it quits with the academic 
world in the strict sense. I have spent 
more than 20 years in the advertising 
agency business, climbing that exciting 
and uncertain ladder from 5th assistant 
production dept. assistant to a_ vice- 
presidency, though not at the same 
agency: it almost never works that way.

Arthur writes: “The nearly twenty-five 
years since we left Princeton fall into 
three sharply divided periods. 

“In the first five years (1935 to 1940) 
I followed my undergraduate interests 
into the field of public affairs, went 
from a Spellman Fellowship in Housing 
at the Public Administration Clearing 
House in Chicago to the office of the 
Chairman of the Federal Home Loan 
Bank Board in Washington, and from 
there to the National Peace Conference, 
whose headquarters were in New York. 
My work took me to all parts of the 
country. I did a lot of speaking, writ- 
ing, conferring. It was stimulating to 
be concerned with the big questions of 
the day, and to know so many prominent 
people, to be experimenting with new 
techniques of public education. But it

The five years which followed (1940 to 
1945) were dominated by the War in 
one way or the other. Everything was 
improvised and transitory. I enlisted in 
the Signal Corps Reserve, while running 
the insurance business during my fa- 
ther’s prolonged last illness. When call- 
ed into active service, I shortly found 
myself in a super-secret outfit, the 2103rd 
Signal Service Battalion, engaged in 
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radio counter measures, and was whisked 
overseas as soon as basic training was 
completed. We never stopped rushing. 
Our big job was done in England be- 
fore D Day, but we were hustled over 
the Channel to act as a communication 
net for 12th Army Group. I was made 
a cryptographic technician, one of a 
small team attached to the huge Tacti- 
cal Air-Command of 9th Air Force. The 
work was not difficult, and we were 
fortunate that the long periods of wait- 
ing and inactivity were in places where 
we had a chance to learn to know the 
country. The war disrupted my life, 
but disciplined and hardened me and 
gave me a grand tour of the Continent, 
and moments of danger and adventure 
as well as number of lasting friendships, 
based on the common experience. Most 
permanent carry-over from this period 
was my marriage to Elizabeth Smith 
while I was still in the Army on V-J 
Day, August 15th, 1945. 

“These last years from 1945 to the

Fred writes: “After graduating I 
went on to the Harvard Medical 
School and received my M. D. degree 
in 1939. In many ways I found Med- 
ical School more enjoyable than col- 
lege primarily because during my first 
two years at Princeton I was pain- 
fully immature, younger than most of 
my classmates and quite insecure in 
my social relationships. I have always 
felt that I sort of grew up about the 
time I was a Junior and the transi- 
tion from Princeton to Harvard was 
far easier than the transition from 
prep school to Princeton. 

“After graduating from MHarvard I 
started on a long course of training 
in surgery mostly at the Peter Brent 
Brigham Hospital in Boston. This 
training was slowed down but not 
stopped by four years in the Army, 
my time being divided between a large 
Harvard-affiliated general hospital in 
Australia, a tiny portable surgical hos- 
pital which supported the 32nd _ Di- 
vision in the fall of 1942 when the 
Japs were pushed back through the 
jungles from Port Moresby to Buna 
on the north coast of New Guinea, 
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and finally a large general hospital 
back in this country where for nearly 
six months I did nothing but take 
care of people with serious hand _ in- 
juries, an experience which has stood 
me in good stead ever since. 

“When the war ended I returned to 
the Brigham and continued my train- 
ing in surgery as Assistant Resident 
Surgeon and finally as Chief Resident 
Surgeon at that institution which is 
possibly the outstanding university 
teaching hospital in the country. It 
was not until 1948, 13 years after grad- 
uating from college, that I finally 
earned an income on which I could 
live (the four years of Army officer’s 
pay should probably be excepted from 
this). ‘This length of time can be un- 
derstood by all doctors but I find it 
never ceases to amaze my friends in 
other fields. I then spent three years 
as Chief of Surgery at the West Rox- 
bury Veterans Hospital in Boston 
which is affiliated with and directly 
under the control of the Harvard 
Medical School. Although I was on the 
faculties of both Harvard and Tufts 
Medical Schools it became obvious 


that I was unlikely to reach any posi- 
tion of importance in academic sur- 
gery and in 1952 I resigned from the 
Medical Schools and the Veterans Hos- 
pital and moved to Fitchburg some 
fifty miles from Boston to enter priv- 
ate practice and become Surgeon-in- 
Chief at the 250 bed Burbank Hos- 
pital in this city of 45,000. 

“In the last eight years this hos- 
pital has undergone a period of re- 
organization and expansion and is one 
of the finest community hospitals in 
New England if not in the entire 
country. It is one of the very few hos- 
pitals in New England to which resi- 
dent surgeons in training are sent from 
the university hospitals in Boston for 
part of their surgical training under 
my direction. These young men from 
the Peter Bent Brigham Hospital and 
the New England Center Hospital 
come up here for periods of up to 
six months in a regular rotation. We 
learn a lot from these young men and 
we hope that in turn we teach them 
a good deal too, and it has been a 
very happy arrangement in the seven 
years that it has been going on. 

“The smartest thing I ever did was 
to persuade Olivia Vogel to marry me. 
This took place early in 1942 and after 
an eight day honeymoon I found my- 
self enroute to the South Pacific for 
a period of 2% years. This delayed 
the start of our family so that now 
our oldest boy, Jeff, who is entering 
Milton Academy in the fall and hopes 
someday to go to Princeton, is just 
fourteen and our youngest only three. 
We have two boys, Jeff and David, 
three girls, Frances, Sally and Nancy. 

“Living in a small city one inevit- 
ably becomes very much involved with 
local activities.

“My main interest,” Henry writes, 
“has always been anthropology and 
linguistics, and now I find myself 
chairman of the only department— 
college or university—which incorpor- 
ates the names of both fields in its 
title. Teaching has been both my vo- 
cation and avocation, and if I have a 
hobby, it’s spotting Americans’ geo- 
graphical localities by their patterns of 
speech.

“After some pavement pounding in 
July 1935,” Jay writes, “Wood Struth- 
ers hired me as a trainee security an- 
alyst and I have been doing analytical 
work for this firm ever since.

Johnny writes: “The life of Johnny 
Spruance hasn’t changed much since 
the 15th Year Book was published. 

“He’s still covering the courts for 
the Journal-Every Evening in Wil- 
mington. He’s still bulging at the mid- 
dle, and thinks he’ll probably need a 
new Reunion outfit. While his two 
front teeth were replaced by a plate 
a couple of years ago, he still has 
hair of its orginal hue and a reason- 
ably good disposition when he’s not 
pushed too hard. 

“He's still married to his Mary— 
it will be 19 years this November 
(1960)——and Miss Susan Corbit Spru- 
ance is still their only offspring. The 
household revolves pretty much 
around that lively fourth grader at 
Wilmington Friends School, where 
her Daddy prepared for Princeton. 
She got a big kick out of marching 
in the 20th Reunion parade with him 
when she was five, and is looking for- 
ward to the 25th. 

“Behind the subject of this piece 
are some years of floundering—not al- 
together unhappy ones—before he set- 
tled down to his present way of life. 
He’s been with the same company 
since 1942. While it took him some 
time to work his way up to his pres- 
ent eminence—covering higher state 
and federal courts—and the future 
does not promise a great deal in the 
way of advancement, folks tell him he 
has an interesting and challenging job. 

“Johnny’s start in the newspaper 
business came in the late 1930’s on the 
old Wilmington Sunday Star, now de- 
funct. Behind that lay the wreckage 
of several unpromising (for him) ca- 
reers, such as law and _ banking. It 
suffices to say he met his wife on the 


old Star and made a decision he has 
never regretted. 

“The John Spruances were married 
a month before Pearl Harbor, after 
he had been working for the Newport 
News, Virginia, Times-Herald. In the 
fall of 1942, the Journal-Every Eve- 
ning, where he had always wanted to 
go, called him back to Wilmington. 
That call, as things turned out, was 
about 10 months before the Army’s 
summons. His service in the artillery 
was about 32 months in all, half in 
this country and half in Europe. He 
came out a kind of lower bracket 
sergeant—an indication of the shape 
of things to come. 

“From 1942 to 1955, the Spruances 
lived in Newport, Delaware, a fascin- 
ating old town, teeming with char- 
acters one doesn’t encounter in con- 
ventional suburbs. After the war, the 
Spruances bought an old house and 
remodeled it. Johnny served on _ the 
board of town commissioners and was 
also alderman, a post corresponding to 
magistrate. He was also on the com- 
mission which helped draft the town’s 
first zoning ordinance, and in addition 
was a vestryman of St. James Episcopal 
Church. Finally, after an unsuccessful 
battle in which the town commission- 
ers decided the street on which they 
lived was to become a one-way thor- 
oughfare to the Delaware Park race- 
track, Johnny and Mary decided to 
move, and take five-year-old Susan 
with them. 

“They chose a two-story brick house 
in one of Wilmingtons’ northern sub- 
urbs. The grounds keep the household- 
er busy on weekends and in between, 
when he has time. There are roses, 
a grove of crab apples, various shrubs, 
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and GRASS. The power mower is a 
great invention, but something else 
is needed to reach the borders. The 
claimed benefits of bending and stoop- 
ing have to be balanced against advanc- 
ing years. And there’s also snow shovy- 
eling in winter. 

“At the newspaper, the step leading 
from lower to higher courts was an 
assignment to cover an antitrust suit 
against the Du Pont Company. The 
case lasted the better part of three 
years and opened up the way for— 
more court assignments, of course. The 
author believes it a strange quirk of 
fate which steered him from an_ un- 
successful try at the University of 
Pennsylvania Law School and set him 
down in his home town, his life closely 
tied to lawyers and judges, nearly 25 
years later. 

“An interesting sideline in recent 
years is the Civil War Round Table 
of Wilmington, especially for one who 
wrote his thesis on Delaware in the 
Civil War. That Princeton thesis has 
formed the backlog for later writings— 
a chapter on the Civil War in a his- 
tory of Delaware and a pamphlet writ- 
ten for children of junior high school 
level, and supervised by University of 
Delaware faculty members. The latter 
was the toughest job of all. 

“As the Wilmington Round ‘Table’s 
chief publicity man, covering stories 
about its meetings, speakers, and _bat- 
tlefield tours, the author is also a 
member of its executive committee.

I then went with the Interna- 
tional YMCA to Mexico where I set 
up a school for hand weaving, con- 
structed model homes and their fur- 
nishings for rural populations, was kid- 
napped and held four days for ransom 
by contemporary followers of Zapata. 
Immediately after the liberation of 
France I was sent by the American 
Friends Service Committee to direct 
relief operations in Perpignan, France, 
near the Mediterranean end of the 
Spanish border, where Spanish refugees 
from the civil war, French citizens, and 
German prisoners of war all were in 
desperate need. In the fall of 1947 I 
returned to Princeton to instruct in 
drawing and prepare my thesis for an 
M.F.A. which I received in 1948. For 
2 years I worked in architectural offices 
in Grand Junction, Colorado, and then 
obtained a contract to design residences 
for caretakers at the World War II 
Cemeteries in Europe. This brought 
me back to Paris, where I have main- 
tained an Architectural Practise ever

since. Under contract with the Foreign 
Buildings Operation of the State De- 
partment I directed the construction 
of Apartments for Embassy personnel 
in Paris as well as other residential or 
office requirements in various European 
cities. I then contracted with NATO 
to undertake the direction of the New 
Permanent Headquarters Office, set up 
to control the design and construction 
of their permanent Offices at the Porte 
Dauphine in Paris.

From Charlie: “The Rev. Charles 
Trexler, Jr. is the Pastor of the Luth- 
eran Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Roosevelt, Long Island. After gradu- 
ation from Princeton, he spent 5 
years in professional theater as 
stage manager and actor. He _ was 
associated with Brock Pemberton, Guth- 
rie McClintic, James Stewart, Elissa 
Landi, Jose Ferrer and Ethel Barry- 
more. 

“Pastor Trexler enlisted as a private 
in 1941; volunteered for overseas duty 
and left for England in July 1942 as a 
master sergeant and was assigned to 
Headquarters Army _ Service Forces 
European Theater. As a result of work 
on the Torch Operation (invasion of 
North Africa) he was commissioned a 
first lieutenant: applied for transfer to 
Special Service Division and was as- 
signed to Headquarters Southern Base 
Section encompassing the southern half 
of England. After a year and a half 
apprenticeship as executive officer in 
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the Special Service Section, during which 
time he was promoted to Captain and 
Major; he was designated as Chief of 
Special Services for the Command. He 
was responsible for the entire morale 
and recreational program, including 
supply of the 600,000 troops comprising 
the initial invasion force. A staff of 
25 officers and 40 enlisted men and 
civilians was assigned to him at the 
headquarters from which emanated the 
entire planning and policy for the ath- 
letic, entertainment and recreation pro- 
grams for the area. Army service clubs, 
libraries, gymnasiums, large tournaments 
and other sporting events, Red Cross 
clubs, motion pictures and stage shows 
were some of the activities which were 
organized. An operational staff of ap- 
proximately 1500 officers, enlisted men 
and civilians was his responsibility, as 
was the effecting of close coordination 
between the Chaplains’ Corps, American 
Red Cross, the United Service Organiza- 


tion, British Red Cross and_ other 
British welfare agencies. 

“In October 1944, the personnel of 
Southern Base headquarters moved to 
Rheims, France, to take over the Oise 
Intermediate Section which eventually 
comprised about one third of France.

“In September 1945 Oise headquarters 
took over the huge Assembly Area Com- 
mand and operated the 19 camps with 
a total capacity of 200,000 troops who 
staged there for their redeployment. 
Each one of the 19 camps was a com-
